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16. (Currently Amended) A process for the production of steel-containing structures, 
characterized in that a surface-modifying agent as claimed in any of claims 8 to 1 4 claim 8 is 
applied to the steel surface and the surface-modified steel is then covered or enveloped with a 
hydraulically setting composition after mixing thereof with water. 

17. (Currently Amended) A process for renovating reinforced concrete, characterized 
in that a surface-modifying agent as claimed in any of claims 8 to 1 4 claim 8 is applied to the 
concrete surface. 

18. (Currently Amended) A process for renovating reinforced concrete, characterized 
in that a surface-modifying agent as claimed in any of claims 8 to 1 4 claim 8 is applied to 
exposed reinforcing steel and then covered again with a repair mortar or concrete. 

19. (Currently Amended) A process for renovating reinforced concrete, characterized 
in that a hydraulically setting composition as claimed in any of claims 1 to 7 claim 1 is applied 
to exposed reinforcing steel. 

20. (Currently Amended) The use of a hydraulically setting composition as claimed in 
any of claims 1 to 7 claim 1 for protecting reinforced concrete. 

21. (Currently Amended) The use of a surface-modifying agent as claimed in any of 
claims 8 to 14 c laim 8 for protecting reinforced concrete.

building site, in the mixer or in the delivery pump, or is added directly to the mix via a static 
mixer having a powder metering device or liquid metering device. 
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
